Mr. Cleveland was not as strong a 
candidate in New York as Gen. Han- 
cock, for though assisted by all the 
votes treachery could influ- 
ence, he did not gain over Hancock’s 
vote the natural increase of his party 
in four 3 This State has grown 
in population and votes rapidly since 
1880, as it grew from 1870 to 1880, when 
the rate was 16 per cent. in ten years, 
or 6.4 per cent for four years. At that 


rate the 534,511 votes for Hancock in 


1880 should have increased 34,170 b 
1884, but Cleveland only ned, wi 
allhis outside aid, 28,537 votes over 
Hancock. Cleveiand’s vote and the 
labor vote together did not increase as 
much by 2000 as the natural increase in 
Pp on to the population. 
Hill polled, one year later, about 
62,000 less than Cleveland, though he 
gained most of the Greenback vote, 
which was reduced from 17,000 to 2000. 
By the demagogism which secured him 
that vote he was elected, and not other- 
wise, against a Republican candidate 
who polled 71,670 votes less than were 
cast for Mr. Blaine a year before. But 
the disgust of labor voters, when the 
found out what a shallow trickster Hill 
was, gave a strong impulse to the 
which followed and 
which took 50,000 votes or more out of 
the Democratic party. 
Mr. Hill is weaker now than he was 
in 1885, because his insincerity, treach- 
ery and unscrupulous artisanship have 
been more plainly disclosed. He would 
be cut at the polls by thousands who 
would vote for Mr. Cleveland; and yet, 
on the other hand, he would be zeal- 

| ste supported by an army of party 
workers who would delight in avenging 
their failure to get office by knifing Mr. 
Cleveland at the polls. As for Mr. 
Cleveland himself, he is weaker than 
he was in 1884 for sundry obvious 
reasons: 

First—Mr. Cleveland is weaker first, 
because he has failed to keep his 
pledges to citizens who wanted a non- 

rtisan civil service. This failure is 

boriously excused by the professional 
reformers, but even by them is yet sadly 
admitted. 

Second — He is weaker because he has 
declared hostility to the cause of pro- 
tection, to which he was indu to 
33 adherence in a speech just be- 

ore the election of 1884. He was told 

that he must make a s h or be de- 
feated; his course as President has 
warned manufacturers and workmen 
alike that protection of home industry 
cannot be expected to continue if he 
can gain re-election with a Congress to 


him. 
ird—He is weaker because he has 
kindled the intense hostility to him and 
his administration of those who resent 
British influence in American govern- 
ment. The course of the Secretary of 
State and of Minister Phelps, the treat- 
ment of the fishery nap and of 
the extradition question, have vastly 
increased the number of those who 
will vote next time to secure an Amer- 
ican administration for the country. 

- Fourth—He is weaker because his ap- 
pointments have offended most of the 
active workers of his party. That was 
inevitable, in any case, since he could 
not appoint more than a small fraction 
of those who wanted office. But he 
has contrived to make Mr. Manning 
and other friends of Mr. Tilden his 
enemies, to affront his party with fla- 
grant nepotism and personalism in 
many appointments, and at the same 
time to anger it by pretences of various 
devotion to reform, when urged to - 
= any party worker not personally 
evoted to himself. 3 
- Fifth--He is weaker because he has in- 
sulted Union men, and especially the 
veterans of the loyal service, by his 
pension vetoes, his order to surrender 
rebel flags, and his selection of the 
most conspicuous traitors for high 
honor and trust. 

Sixth—He is weaker because he has 
disappointed the hopes of honest Demo- 
crats for a genuine improvement of the 

ublic service. Garland and Lamar sit 

his Cabinet. Sparks and Black and 

a host of unworthy men hold high 

places. The public service is not better, 

ut far more corrupt and faulty than it 

was before pretense of reform according 
to Cleveland began. 


BOSTON BEANS. 


The Intellectual Pabulum of the 
Eastern Athenians. 
[Boston Globe.]} 

A few instructive figures touchin 
the chief dietary foundation on whic 
the intellectual supremacy of Boston 
rests have a general interest. That 
the bean is the basis of our greatness 


is well known. Vermont, it may not 


be so well known, is the only New 
England State that raises more beans 
than are needed to feed the intellectual 
fires of her own people and keep their 
brains running on full time. 

Last year only 100,000 bushels of 
beans were produced in the whole of 
New England, and more than. 500,000 
bushels were imported to supply the 
demand of the Yankee people for the 
raw material of culture. Boston alone 
in 1886 sold 350,000 bushels of beans, 70 

r cent whereof were raised in New 

ork State. Inthe same year, 4,800,- 
000 cans of baked beans were put up 
and shipped to distant parts by a sin- 
gle Boston firm. This drawing for the 
raw material of civilization on New 
York and other suburban places in or- 
der to make therefrom the Boston 
baked beans of commerce, wherewith 
the brains of the world are being con- 
stantly fed, is said to be very profita- 
ble business. Thus does the Boston 
mind enhance the value of whatever 
matter it touches. 


A Glimpse at the British Museum.

The Nicaragua Canal. 


Engineer Menocal has been talking 
in a hopeful way about the prospects of 
the Nicaragua Canal, and gives an in- 
teresting account of the relatious be- 
tween the Government of Nicaragua 
and the canal company. An epitome 
of his utterances presents interesting 
points. The company is entirely an 
American corporation, and it received 
last May from the Government of Nic- 
aragua a valuable conceasion, including 
large tracts of land and giving all fa- 
cilities for the advancement of the 
canal. The concession lasts for 200 
years. The Government asked the 
company, as a guarantee of good faith, 


-to furnish $100,000, the amount to be 


forfeited in the event of the company 
failing to do what it promises. There- 
quired amount was deposited within 
sixty days in the hands of the agent of 
the Nicaraguan Government in New 
York. The conditions to which the 
company agrees are that the surveys 
shall be completed in two and a half 
years, and the work of construction be 
begun within one year thereafter. 
As soon as the weather per- 
mits—which will be about the first of 
December, at the close of the rainy 
season—the company is prepared to 
send out its engineers, and it has 
means to put ten engineers, each with 
a large party of assistants, on the 
ground. No difficulty is apprehended 
from disease, for in all the numerous 
exploring expeditions which have vis- 
ited Nicaragua in the last fifteen years, 
there is no case on record of a man 
losing his life or suffering in health be- 
cause of the climate. Engineer Men- 
ocal is confident that the canal can be 
in working order, at the outside calcu- 
lation, within six years from the com- 
pletion of the preparatory work, or 
eight years from date, and this at a 
cost somewhere between $60,000,000 
and $75,000,000—certainly not more 
than the larger amount. The canal 
itself will be only about forty miles 
long, the rest of the 170 miles across 
the country being traversed by lake, 
river, and an artificlal lake formed in 
the valley of the San Francisco River. 
The width of the canal at the surface 
will average about 288 feet, and the 
depth will nowhere be less than twenty- 
eight feet. Even if the Panama Canal 
should be carried through, of which 
there is much doubt, the Nicaragua 
Canal would have advantages, of which 
Mr. Menocal speaks as follows: 


In the first place, the Nicaragua Canal 
will ve filled by fresh water, and its course 
will be through a country capable of great 
developments. It is not subject to destruc- 
tion by floods; it is in the region of constant 
winds at both ends, — ig | it easy of ac- 
cess to all sailing vessels; it is 700 miles 
further north than the Panama Canal, and 
the greater portion of the canal traffic, com- 
ing from the north, will reach the Nicara- 
gua Canal first; it is a cheaper canal to con- 
struct, and therefore its rates will be much 
less. The Panama Canal, in the event of 
its ultimate success, will have been so ex- 
pensive that in order to pay the same profits 
on investment its promoters will find it 
necessary to fix rates eight or ten times 
larger than ours will be.“ 


The construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal is a work of the greatest national 
and international importance, and its 
completion will be of especial value to 
the Pacific Coast. 


San Jose Reasoning. 


The San José Times, in comparing 
editorially the value of land in that 
section and in Los Angeles, talks very 
sensibly in regard to the causes oper- 
ating to fix the value of land in market, 
the first cause being what it will fetch 
in the market, and the second is what 
can be made in the line of annual yield 
as an investment.“ 

It claims that upon either basis land 
in Los Angeles is not overvalued, and 
that there is in the future room for far 
greater appreciation in land values in 
San José than in Los Angeles, as land 
there, equally productive, can be 
bought at less than a tenth of the price 
demanded here. 

There is no question but what there 
is a good deal of truth in this claim for 
rapid future advancement. San José 
has valuable land to offer, and as the 
world discovers this it will seek to oc- 
cupy it, and the natural result will be 
aboom built upon the same basis as 
that which has made Los Angeles 
what she is, and which will finally be 
transformed, like our own, into steady 
development and healthy growth. But 
in either and any case the basis must 
not be lost sight of? There must be a 


basis, or the bottom will give way. 


The County Agricultural Fair Grounds. 


Recently there have been rumors 
afloat questioning the title of the Los 
Angeles County Agricultural Associa- 
tion to the ground and buildings where 
the county fair is annually held near 
Downey. The Downey Review has in- 
vestigated the rumors and finds them, 
fortunately, without foundation. That 
paper says: 

“The news of a compromise between H. 
A. Dunlap and the Standifer heirs, litigants 
over certain real estate in our valley, and 
certain sales of real estate by Mr. Dunlap 
was the only basis for the rumor, The land 
on which the buildings and track are located 
was retained by Mr. Dunlap among other 

ssions of real estate on this side of 
New River. The Association holds a bond 
for title from Mr. Dunlap, which will be ob- 
tained in a short while, as the compromise 
was in his favor. The Los Angeles County 
Agricultural Association holds a sound title 
to the fair grounds at Downey, and don’t 
you forget it.” 

The fair annually held by this society 
(which is to be contradistinguished 
from the Sixth District Association) 
have been uniformly successful, and

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 28.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.

The Bonanza King Vigorously Denies 
That the Nevada Bank Was In- 
terested in the Late 
Wheat Deal. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| John W. Mackay was seen 
at the Palace Hotel this afternoon by a re- 
porter. Mr. Mackay has been the cause of 
so much gossip recently in connection with 
the wheat market here and in Chicago that an 
authoritative statement from him isa matter 
of public interest, especially in view of the 
fact that spurious and contradictory inter- 
views with him have been published in 
New York papers and reproduced here. In 
regard to the failure of Rosenfeld and 
Dresbach, and the alleged connection of 
the Nevada Bank with the wheat deal, Mr. 
Mackay said: 

“You may say for me that the bank 
doesn’t own a bushel of wheat. It simply 
loaned money on wheat, much of which was 
stored in its own warehouses. Mr. Brandon 
has had complete management of the bank 
since the affection of Mr. Flood’s eyes com- 
pelled him to relinquish the personal super- 
vision which he has given to it ever since it 
was formed. The great mistake of Mr. 
Brandon was in making too heavy loans on 
wheat at entirely too high a figure. I knew 
nothing of that loan until 1 reached New 
York, but you say that whatever ma 
be the losses on this wheat, and tt 
will take months to settle what those 
losses will amount to, as cargoes are now on 
the way te Liverpool—the Nevada Bank, 
which is equivalent to Flood and myself, 
will stand them. There has been bad busi- 
ness management shown, but that the bank 
has been a party to this wheat speculation 
is false. To prove this statement I am will- 
ing to submit my personal accounts and the 

ks of the bank to any competent expert 
in San Francisco who may be selected. If 
he finds any single item connecting me or 
the bank with the purchase of a single bushel 
of wheat, then I shall be willing to put up 
any sum that may be agreed on, and what 
is more than this, lam willing that Rosen- 
field and Dresbach should be puton the 
witness stand tumorrow and questioned in 
regard to their connection with the bank. 
They will swear, as I would on my oath, 
that the bank merely loaned this money to 
them and had absolutely no interest in the 
wheat deal.’’ 

Mr. Mackay said that he wished also to 
call attention to an interview published in 
the New York Herald of last Friday and 
reprinted by a morning newspaper of this 
city. In that interview he was credited with 
sa ing that he held wheat and proposed to 
hold it until English millers were ready to 
buy it. That interview,” he added, is 
utterly false. I never made any such state- 
ments. The whole thing was manufactured 
by some one here or in New York. I de- 
clared when I first landed in New York that 
I didn’t own a pound of wheat and I have 
adhered to that statementever since. Any 
report to the contrary is a falsehood.”

Atlantic and Pacific Lands. 

According to recent computation 
made by the Los Ve Optic, the 
whole amount of land granted the 
Atlantic and Pacific road and earned 
by construction in New Mexico was 
4,200,000 acres.

426,000 acres within the Santa Fé land 
district, 30,000 acres within the Las 
Cruces land district and 224,000 acres 
within the Arizona land district, 
making a total of 680,000 acres in New 
Mexico and Arizona, Notwithstand- 
ing the taking of this 680,000 acres 
within the indemnity limit there is 
still a deficiency of indemnity lands 
due the road of 1,900,000 acres, which 
they cannot get in any way except 
through the courts.

PALA AND PAUMA. .

In FIESTA OF THEIR PA 
| SAN LUIS REY. 


A Fast-Fading Relic of a Waning 
Race—Scenes Made Interesting by 
“the Story of Ramona—A Visit to 


Alessandro's Home and Retreat. 


PALA, (San Diego County), Aug. 27.— 
[Staff Correspondence of Tue TiInxs.] 
Since Helen Hunt Jackson wrote Ra- 
mona“ — the book which has been aptly 
termed the Uncle Tom's Cabin“ of the 
Mission Indians—public interest in this 
fast-fading race has been warm and grow- 
ing. Once populous around all the missions, 
these swarthy natives have been deci- 
mated by disease, whisky and other 
products of alleged civilization, until but a 
handful of them remain. They are scat- 
tered through the lonely little caiions of the 
inner ranges of Santa Barbara, Ventura, 
Los Angeles, San Bernardino and San 
Diego counties; and the little ’dobes and 
ramadas which once knew them know 
them no more forever. Their feasts, once 
the admiration of all have dwindled away 
in proportion, and but the tattered remnants 
of the former glory flap in the breezes of to- 
day. Yet, little as is left, it is well worth 
study and speculation; and he who would 
view even the remnants must move 

ily. In a very, very few years there 
will be not even a remnant left. 

That gallant old Spanish a Sefior 
Don Antonio Coronel—who has seen all 
these things at their best, and with observ- 


a veritable treasury of the home-life history 
and the romance of Southern California— 
told me some weeks ago of the annual fiesta 
at Pala.

The mission of Pala is by no means like 
its more pretentious brethren of San 
Gabriel, Santa Barbara and San Juan Cap- 
istrano; but I am not sure that it is less in- 
teresting. It is small, rude, and fast decay- 
ing; cr what a monument of the faith and 
loving labor which built it! The church 
itself is long, low and narrow; roofed with 
the 1. red tiles so familiar to travelers 
in Holland and Chili. and still to be found 
in a few localities in Southern California. 
The church is the southeast corner of the 
huge square; and north and west run long 
rows of rooms, now mostly relegated to in- 
nocuous desuetude, if not to collapse. The 
best preserved of these rooms are in the 
western wing, and from the residence of An- 
tonio Bautisto, the goodlooking capitan of 
the Pala Indians. Back of his domicile is a 
big corral, with walls still sufficiently stable 
to retain horses. The long walls run far 
beyond, and inclose a garden of olives and 
vines such as the early padres delighted in. 
East of the church the ’dobe walls run on 
to form the graveyard. This is not ditfer- 
ent from other mission graveyards, save im 
one respect. The bell-tower, instead of 
being upon the church, stands forty feet 
away in the graveyard. It is of adobe, and 
about thirty feet high. In it hang two 
venerable bells, made in Spain, and of that 
curious old pattern characteristic of their 
day. The upper bell was hardly accessible, 
but I climbed to the tower, and, through its 
verdigris and weather-stains, read the fol-

The Indians didn’t like this very well; so the 
fiesta was pretty well disin ted. few 
Indians were at Pala, a g many more at 
Pauma, and the great majority of them in 
the Cahuila valley, tow the hoary sides 
of Mount San Jacinto. 

So los Mejicanos had it all their own 
way at Pala. Far into the night the 
fiiddle and the guitar raced, first one 
ahead and then the other; the flying 
feet, the whirling skirts, the clinking glasses 
and the rattle of coin at the gaming tables 
as accompaniments. At the baile, by the 
way, I met C. F. Holder, the nationally- 
known writer on common sense natural 
history, whose contributions to leading 
magazines and scores of the best newspa- 
pers in the country—including THe Times 
—are so widely enjoyed. 

Mr. Veal keeps not only a store, but also 
a very commendable hotel for that out-of- 
the-way country, and there we abode com- 
fortably over night. Thursday morning we 
—* conveyance up to Pauma, and 
ound the fiesta there more pros- 
rous, more pulous and more In- 
ian-y. There is a funny little church 
there, too, not half so pretentious as that at 
Pala. A few rods south of it was the long 
line of ramadas, preémpted in the same 
fashion as those at Pala. There werea 
good many Mexicans there, and probably 
seventy-five Indians. Ten families of the 
latter live in Pauma, in queer little adobes 
with ramada additions. 
Soon tiring of the degenerate feast, 
Holder and I traveled around to the houses, 
making friendly but not disinterested visits 
at every one. There, indeed, my spring- 
halt Spanish came to the front like a Demo- 
cratic promise in a reform campaign. The 
pitt peering Iook in the eyes of those gentle 
children of nature as I ruthlessly murdered 
their step-mother language before their 
eyes was enough to break one’s heart. 
The Pala and Pauma Indians are still 
famous for their beautiful basket work, and 
you may be sure we did not leave without 
samples. At every house we called for 
coras, and at every house they brought out 
every last one they had.

What Father Horton Says — Punta 
Banda—Todos Santas Bay-—Carlos 
City—Gov. Ryerson Has Not Locked 
His Doors for Twenty Years. 


Concerning Ensenada, the American- 
ized town in Lower California which 
is now toying with the boom, E. A. 
Horton, of San Diego, discoursed to a 
reporter of the News, of that city, as 
follows: 

“T find that Ensenada has a sur- 
rounding country of over 100,000 acres 
of splendid land. Mr. May and myself

There is a fine, almost land-locked 
harbor at this place, better than any 
between San Diego and San Francisco, 
where ships on their way from Panama 
to San Diego or San Francisco can 
Safely putin. There is room to build a 

big wharf, which, at a length of 300 
feet from land, will meet a depth at

„On the whole, I think it is destined 
to become a great city, both in a com- 
mercial point of view and as a pleasure 
resort. think it should become the 
Saratoga of the Southwest.

At the time of the census of 1880 
there were ten cities in the United 
States with more than 200.000 inhabi- 
tantseach. They were New York, 
Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Chicago, Bos- 
ton, St. Louis, Baltimore, Cincinnati, 
San Francisco and New Orleans. Their 
populations aggregated 4,914,897. In 


1887 the number of cities with more 


than 200,000 inhabitants had increased 
to fourteen, the four additional being 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Pittsburg and 
Washington. The total population of 
these fourteen cities was estimated at 
6,798,000. It is estimated that there 
are in addition to the cities above 
enumerated thirteen with populations 
exceeding 100,000 each, as follows: Al- 
bany, Allegheny, Detroit, Indianapo- 
lis, Jersey City, Kansas City, Louis- 
ville, Milwaukee, Minneapolis, New- 
ark, Providence, Rochester and St. 
Paul. These thirteen have an esti- 
mated 1 of 1,750,000. There 
are also thirteen cities with over 60,- 
000 each, whose combined population 
is 902,000. Altogether these forty 
cities have 9,450,000 inhabitants, or 
nearly one-sixth of the population of

Circuit Judge Sawyer yesterday handed 
down a decision in one of the most import- 
ant railroad land cases that has ever been 
before the Federal courts.

Poole, were begun more than two years ago. 
The defendant, Davis, is the alleged owner 
nt of the northeast quarter 
in township 1 south, er 

Bernardino base meri 
Poole 49 — 33, n 
township 1 ge 4 west of 
the same meridian. gy Tying ‘in part of 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino counties. 
They are in ion of a patent from the 
Government to this land, which was valued 
approximately at $15, 000. The issues, how- 
ever, which are based u pon the present 
case involve the validity Pot the titles of 
millions of dollars worth of property in the 
southern counties. 
HISTORY OF THE ISSUE. 

On March 3, . a grant of land was re- 
ceived from the Federal Government by.the 
. company, embracing 320 miles of 

from Tehachapi Pass via Los Angeles 
to to Port Yuma, together with a tract of 
twenty miles on each side of the road at 
every odd section. A conflict ensued as to 
the validity of the railroad’s acquisition 
com with the alleged prior rights ot 
Poole, Davis et al. The Land Commis- 
sioner, the Register, the District Clerks, 
and also the Secretary of the Interior, are 
all said to have sustained the position of the 
(prior rights of the defendants to their re- 
spective settlements. 

However, on June 8, 1885, a bill was filed 
by the Southern Pacific Company, through 
its attorney, Joseph D. Redding, settin 
forth the position of the company towar 
these defendants, and praying the Circuit 
Court, as a court of record, to render judg- 
ment as to the ownership of the lands in 
these two specific cases 

Defendants filed a demurrer setting forth 
substantially that in March, 1871, the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Compan was not a 
corporation of such a status t it might 
acquire and retain possession of lands 
= as those in question were alleged to 

ave been granted. The attorneys for the 
defendants, Messrs. J. B. Meux and Messrs. 
Baxter & Welis, of Los Angeles, laid great 


stress * the point set forth in the de- 
cag olding i to be the turning point in 
issue. 


STATUS OF THE COMPANY IN 1871, 


In his decision Judge Sawyer comments 
at length upon the status of the Southern 
Pacific Company as a corporation in 187 
and examines at length the features se 
forth in the articles of incorporation. He com 
pares the grant in question with one of a 
similar nature, which about the same time 
was assigned to the Texas Pacific Railway.

California can accommodate the 
thousands who are looking to her for 
homes without neglecting any of her 
material interests. She may become 
throughout her whole extent like a 
garden, with fruitful vineyards 
and orchards dotting her surface 
everywhere. Plant the new towns that 
are needed, but outside of them let the 
land be cut up into small holdings, and

[ase and horticultural wealth of Cali- 
fernia will be increased rather than 
lessened as it becomes more populous.

is made to produce all that it is capable 
of producing, the wealth of the State 
will astonish the world. 


Commissioner Black and His Man Friday. 


As another Presidential year ap- 
proaches, the usual snide tactics of the 
Democracy in regard to the soldier ele- 
ment begin to reappear. To offset the 
influence of the Grand Army—not in

There is sufficient evidence to in- 
dicate that this scheme was started with the 
idea that it might divide the Grand Army. 
Before it was consummated, however, the 
Administration press, which was working 
sharply with the same end in view, had 
taken the back track. The resolutions, 
therefore, arrived in Washington at a very 
inopportune time. At that moment the 
game had changed into a smiling effort to 
conciliate the veterans. So the President 
declined to read the resolutions, and Gen. 
Black tried to conceal the fact that he had 
received a letter from Gen. rans at- 
tacking the Grand Army, lauding Black 
and proposing an opposition organization. 

“Gen. Black, however, took 1 
interest in the matter, and attempted to get 
the letter of Gen. Rosecrans in a sha 
where it would not show that the resolu- 
tions were the work of the Democrats of 
this Veteran Association. There was alsoan 
attempt, which was partially successful, to 
suppress the statement that the resolutions 
were forwarded to Washingtan by Charles 
Whitehead.

Gov. Bartlett’s condition remains un- 
changed. No bulletin has been issued since 
morning, when he was resting quietly. The 
physicians will issue a bulletin tonight, 
giving asynopsis of his condition for the 
past twenty-four hours.

SAN Francisco, Aug. 30.—[Morning.] 
About midnight last night Mrs. Annette

His Exact Language at a Certain

FIELD’S FIAT. 


He Rules That Stanford Need Not 
Tell Where Central Pacific's 
Money Went Nor Produce 
the Vouchers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Justice Field, of the Uuited 
States Supreme Court, this morning deliv- 
ered an opinion in the application of the 
Pacific Railroad Commission to compel Sen- 
ator Stanford and other officers of the 
Central Pacific to answer certain ques- 
tions in regard to the expenditure 
of funds for the purpose of influ- 
encing legislation. The opinion of the 
Court is that the part of the act of Congress 
creating the Commission which invites the 
cobperation of the court in assisting the 
Commission to carry on the investigation is 
unconstitutional. The Court therefore de- 
clines to make an order cumpelling the offi- 
cers to answer questions, and also declines 
to make an order giving the Commission 
access to the books of the various construc- 
tion companies. In his opinion the Justice 
said: 

“The Commission is not a judicial body, 
and cannot determine the rights of the Gov- 
ernment or of the companies whose affairs 
it investigates. Itis a mere board of in- 
quiry to investigate certain matters and re- 

rt the result of its investigation to the 

resident, who is to lay the matter before 
Congress. The Commissioners have been 
compared with census agents; while able 
to compel answers as to age, occupation and 
other matters of general interest, cannot 
c7mpel answers as to private business. 
Congressional commissions cannot compel 
the production of private papers of citizens, 
except in the progress of judicial proceed- 
ings or in suits instituted for that purpose, 
and in both cases only upon the averment 
that its rights are in some way dependent for 
enforcement upon evidence that such papars 


contain. A number of authorities were 
cited to prove that Congress 
had no right to inquire into any 


citizen’s private affairs. The courts are 
as open to the United States as to the pri- 
vate citizen and both can there secure b 

regular proceedings ample protection of all 
rights and interests which are entitled to 
protection under the Government and the 
written Constitution and laws. As to the 
vouchers about which the principal ques- 
tlons were asked, the Commissioners con- 
cede that the moneys covered by them were 
not charged against the United States in 


ascertaining the net earnings of the com- States. 


pany. Ifsuch were the case it is difficult 
to see what interest the United States can 
have in the disposition of these moneys. 
Be that as it may, the Federal Courts can- 
not upon that conession aid the Commission 
in ascertaining how the moneys were ex- 
pended. Judicial power is vested in the 
courts and canonly be exercised by them. 
Congress cannot require a judicial power to 
be exercised in any other way. Conse- 
—— the provision of the act authorizin 

e courts to aid in the investigation mus 
be adjudged void. If rights are to be pro- 
tected or wrongs redressed by any investi- 
gation, it must be conducted by regular pro- 
ceedings in courts of justice in cases author- 
ized by the Constitution.” 

Justice Field also referred to the case of 
Kilbourn vs. Thompson, which grew out of 
a resolution adopted by the House of Repre- 
sentatives authorizing the investigation of 
certain affairs of the firm of Jay Cooke & 
Co. One Kilbourn was summoned as a wit- 
ness, but he refused to testify, and on a war- 
rant issued by the Speaker of the House, 
Kilbourn was arrested by Sergeant-at-Arms 
Thompson and was imprisoned forty-five 
days. He afterwards sued the Sergeant-at- 
Arms for his forcible arrest and confine- 
ment, and afteralong series of litigation 
the Supreme Court of the District of Colum- 
bia finally gave Kilbourn judgment for 
$100,000 against the Sergeant-at-Arms. The 


‘amount was subsequently reduced to $25,- 


000, which was em by order of Congress. 
“This case,“ said Judge Field, will stand 
for all time as a bulwark against the inva- 
sion of the rights of a citizen to protection 
in his private affairs against the unlimited 
ecrutiny of investigation by a Congressional 
sommittee.”’

Tardy Paymasters Taken to Task—

Lonpon, Aug. 29.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Mr. Dillon protested against 
the constant increase of the police force in 
Ireland.
